This phenome- 
non, is concurrent with the telegrams announcing 
the two victories at Palestra, the spread of the Lom- 
bardy insurrection, and the previous account at 
Mentabello: clearly, then, in the opinion of the buyers 
and sellers of English stock, French and Sardinian 
suecess does not mean danger to England; nor does 
defeat and damage to Austria mean that England is 
to arm in her behalf. 


Tax verdict of manslaughter, which was last week 
found by the Coroner's jury, against the Stipendiary 
Magistrate and twenty-six of the policemen, who 
were engaged in quelling the Limerick election riot, 
has given rise to a good deal of controversy, relative 
to the duties which magistrates, the police, or the 
military are called upon to discharge upon such oc- 
casions, and how far they were justified in resorting 
to such extreme measures as those that were adopted 
at this most disastrous affray; 

It must be admitted that the duties which devolve 
upon those that are entrusted with the preservation 
of the peace during a contested Election or other 
riot, are very peculiar, often extremely difficult, and 
certainly most unenviable. They have in most cases 
to stand between two contending parties, and usually 
come in fora fair share of insult, stone-throwing, 
and tolerably rough usage from both sides— 
enough assuredly to excite the temper of or- 
dinary mortals. But then policemen are not 
supposed to be possessed of ordinary feelings or 
passions---they are looked upon as mere machines, 
acting under orders of officers, and cannot retaliate 
for the infliction of any personal injury. They are 
expected to be proof against exasperating influence, 
aud to preserve an unruffied serenity of temper. That 
in very many instauces they have succeeded in doing 
soand have exhibited the most praiseworthy forbear- 
ance, must be readily acknowledged by every 
one who knows anything of the force, and takes 
into consideraiion the number of serious distur- 
bances in which they are constantly engaged, 
and the very few disasterous results that follow. On 
the other hand we have had some fatal cases recor- 
ded from time to time where, as at Limerick, the 
officers believing that forebearance should have its 
limits, and that the violence of the riot required that 
an example should be made, did not hesitate to 
adopt the most severe measures. In every such 
instance, an outcry was immediately raised against 
the authorities, and so it has been in this. Now 
although we are no advocates for undue violence on 
the part of the police, we cannot, at the same 


time, refuse some commiseration for men, who 
no matter how they act in a riot are sure to be 


in some degree victimised—who have too often the 
the pleasant alternatives to choose between either of 
getting their heads broken or—by the adoption of severe 
measures—of saving themselves from the violence of 
the mob, only to entitle them to a place in the felon’s 
doek! We make these observations, however, with- 
out particular reference to the late Limerick riot, 
upon which it is perhaps, premature to pronounce an 
opinion, the more especially as the evidence adduced 
at the inquest was of a highly conflicting descrip- 
tion. Amongst other witnesses the Right Worship- 
ful the Mayor of Limerick tendered himself for ex- 
amination, and certainly if hisevidence is to be relied 
upon, the Stipendiary Magistrate and the police were 
much to blame. This gentleman deposed that he 
was in Broad-street a quarter of an hour before, and 
a quarter of an hour after the firing—he omits to 
state where he was duriug the conflict—and that in 
his opinion the Election was one of the most peace- 
able within his recollection; on the other hand, a 
Dr, Gore gives evidence to the following effect :— 
“Saw Mr. Bell crouch down from the stones; saw 
“ the police also crouch ; saw young men come from 
“the lanes and hurl large stones at the police; saw 
“a policeman struck in the back, and knocked down ; 
“wonders that Mr. Bell and his party were not an- 
“nihilated from the quantity of stones thrown.” 
The evidence at one time swelled the disturbance 

inte a turbulent blood-thirsty crowd, and at another, 

reduced it to a solitary drunken man, who éscaped 

being shot by a miracle. 

Whatever may be the merits of the case, we 
do hot regret that a verdict of manslaughter has been 
afrived at. The whole affair must now be thoroughly 
sifted—the duty of policemen upon these trying occa- 
sions more clearly defined, and, perhaps, some better 
method of dealing with riotous mobs suggested, 
than that which has led to such lamentable results in 
the present instance.

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the other Art-Unions of the United Kingdom, the 
Art-Union of Ireland employs the agency of a 
Lottery to distribute its prizes, but its method of 
doing so possesses an advantage peculiar to itself; in- 
stead of first purchasing the works of art sent into 
its exhibition, and then distributing these as prizes in 
the Lottery, the Art Union of Ireland gives its prises 
in money, and secures that the money shall be ex- 
pended in the purchase of the works exhibited. The 
o of this deviation from the precedent set by 
institutions, is, by enabling him to choose the 
pafticular object he may prefer, not only to give him 
the full benefit of his prize, but by compelling him 
to exercise his judgment and observation in se- 
lecting, to further one great purpose of the Institu- 
tion, namely, the improvement of the public taste. 
Another peculiarity of the Irish Art-Union is, that 
instead of expending a portion of its Funds on an 
engraving, a copy of which is given to each sub- 
scriber, the whole of them are employed in purchasing 
prizes. Asthisfeature oftheir plan has caused dissatis- 
faction in some quarters, we shall extract from the ad- 
dress some statistics which are given there in justi- 


fication of it :— 

“ Few, perhaps, look into the published accounts of Art— 
Unions, but those who have any curiosity to do so will be 
no little surprised at finding what an enormous proportion 
of the subscriptions is expended on these apevings. A 
glance at the accounts of the London Art-Union, for the 
year 1857-8, will exhibit enough of this kind of disburse- 
ment to illustrate the subject. The total amount of sub- 
scriptions for the year was £11,658 3s. Of this the sum of 
£3,350 5s. 7d. appears to have been expended in the work- 
ing management of the Institution, for salaries, agencies, 
printing, and reserved fund: £2,998 17s. 5d. devoted to the 
expenditure on engraving; £2,249 in the preparation of 
certain statuettes and similar objects for the smaller prizes; 
and but £3,060, in all, allotted to the legitimate purpose of 
the Union, the purchase of works of Art. Thus it may be 
said, that about one-fourth of the amount subscribed was 
made available to the benefit of the general purpose of the 
patronage of Artists. By the published report of the Glasgow 
Art-Union for 1854-55, the latest that could be referred to, 
the total receipts are given at 20,836 17s. 8d. The expend- 
iture on bronzes, statuettes, and chromo-lithogra appears 
to have been £1,500; on “vi - about £6,000 £8,000 
for general expences, reserved fund, &c. ; leaving but £6,869, 
about one-third of the entire, for the purchase of paintings. 
An examination of the accounts of all the other Art-Unions 
adopting the same practice “will exhibit similar results. ” 

Now it is plain, that such an expenditure as this, 
on a single engraving in each case, is no fit appro- 
priation of the funds destined for the encouragemey 
of Art. It is true that by the plan of the Irish Art 
Union, the subscriber loses his copy of an engraving, 
but what the pecuniary value of this engraving is, 
may be estimated by simply dividing the sums allo- 
cated to engravings in each of the two cases above 
cited, by the total number of members in each Union.

POSITION OF GARIBALDL 

The Daily News tries to reconcile the contradictory 
reports respecting Garibaldi. The despatch, via France, 
containing the most favourable news, relates to the state 
of things on Monday, whereas the defeat is alleged to 
have taken place on Sunday.

THE SEAT OF WAR. 
(From the Special Correspondent of the Morning Post.) 

Turi May 27.—Yesterdiy evening a report got 
into circulation that 10,000 Austrians had surrounded 
Garibaldi at Varese, whither he had gone to feel the 
pulse of the population after leaving Sesto Colende, and 
that he had succeeded in cutting his way through them, 
experiencing considerable loss. Such was the report 
generally believed last night. This morning the follow- 
ing bulletin was published, but which you have already 
received from Paris by telegraph :'— 

“The Austrians, numbering about 5,000 men, 
attacked Varese this morning at four, and at seven 
were already repulsed beyond Malerate (a small 
village two or three miles distant) with very severe 
lods. The Chasseurs of the Alps fought bravely, 
charging the enemy with the bayonet. The town gave 
great assistance in defending the barricades. The po- 
pulation replied to the report of the enemy’s cannon 
with cries of ‘ Viva Italia ! Viva Vittorio Emmanuele !”

It would be a great 
satisfaction to know what the Austrian force is at 
Arona, as it would show what chance Garibaldi has’ 
either of holding his own at Vares or of being 
supported by General Cialdini’s division, which has 
fallen back on Vercelli for want of strength. The 
Captain Decristoforis in Garibaldi’s corps was a cap- 
tain in the Anglo-Italian Legion, and was on the staff 
of that corps; since then he has been keeping a school 
for military instruction in or near London. Count 
Jekeli, the Hungarian, who had been, | think, al- 
ready hung in effigy by the Austrian Government as 
far back as 1848, is also with Garibaldi. I believe 
that a Hungarian Legion is in contemplation if pos- 
sible, Many other celebrities in a certain way are 
with him, and he could have no difficulty in finding 
officers of merit for 1,000 more men if he had them. 
Although not brought up to arms, General Vaillant 
says him. in his work on the Roman Campaign, 
in 1848, “Garibaldi est né soldat.” His retreat 
from Rome, and his baffling the sharp pursuit kept up 
for a long time with the greatest perseverance by the 
Austrians’, shows what he can do with totally undisci- 
plined preg wl hardly deserve to be called. 
Now, with much better material he will do much more 
that will be of real service to the Italian cause. 

Great complaints have been made to the Pope by 
the Venetian metropolitan on account of a circular 
which has been sent to all the parochial authorities 
by the Lieutenant-Governor of Lombardy, requiring 
an account of the value of the silver ornaments and 
vessels sed by each church. For some time 
past the Austrians at Ancona are said to have re- 
ceived pecuniary assistance from Rome, as the 
workmen who are employed on the fortifications of 
Ancona are paid a franc a-day in Roman silver 
money. ‘The first Emperor Napoleon’s plans for de- 
fending Ancona are now being carried out by the Aus- 
trian engineers. ‘They have a large quantity of sheep 
and grain in store in case of a siege. ‘The allies will 
have enough to do before next winter if the Austrians 
keep the promise they are now making to the world of 
a vigorous and protracted defence of the many strong 
places they possess, and which must be reduced some 
time or other. 

The state of siege has been raised at Ancona, but the 
Austrians continue to act exactly as if it existed. Forced 
labour continues ; from 300 to 400 labourers from the 
villages in the vicinity are obliged to come in and work 
unremittingly at the large earthworks which the Aus- 
trians are making, but the franc a day is better than 
nothing, and the Austrians are not famous for paying 
when they are not compelled. 

I see that the Roman Gazette states that the Austrian 
General Benedek is dead oi his wounds. His death (if 
it be true) is a loss to the Emperor. He was a Colonel 
in 1848, and distinguished himtelf highly, and was one 
of those generals to whom the army looked up with ex- 
pectation of great things hereafter. ‘The same paper 
says that the soldiers of the Duchess of Parma have been 
conducting themselves most outrageously towards the 
French consul, in which case they are not likely to have 
an easy time of it shortgy. The unhappy citizens of 
these small states have from time immemorial been ex- 
posed to the periodical excesses of the miscalled soldiers 
of their rulers. In reality they are but an inferior sort of 
gendarme; but now that they have insulted the 
French consul, they are likely to receive a severe lesson 
at the hands of the first French general of brigade who 
finds himself in their vicinity. General Zobel, of the 
7th Austrian cerps d'armée, has published an order of the 
day at Mortarr, containing an address to the inhabitants 
of the country round. The threat of fire and pi 
rape and murder, every violence, in fact, is held out to 
the inhabitants if they dare not only harbour any Pied- 
montese scoyts or exploring parties, but if they do not 
instantly them al head-quarters. This General 
| Zobel in the last war shot some 30 prisoners at Trent, 
and-heseems anxious to pe the same atrocities 
again. I should like to know how the Englieh corres- 
ponden, who is at Mortara, explains away this precious 
document, wrtten probably by the general himself, as 
it most barbarously worded aad expressed.

DREADFUL MURDER AND SUICIDP NEAR 
BALLINASLOE. 

A dispatch from Ballinamore police station w## re- 
ceived by Patrick Sweeney. S.L, at Ballinasloe, at a 
late hour on Tuesday night, stating that a most appal- 
ling murder had been committed on the person of 
Richard Burke. Esq., agent to the Hou Martin F. 
F french, late Resident Magistrate in that district. 

It appears that Thomas F. Ffrench, Esq., son of the 
Hon. Martin F. Ffrench, arrived at Ballinamore at three 
o'clock on Tuesday morning by a post car from Ahas- 
cragh, and remained at Mr. Burke’s residence until 
seven. He then took Mr. Burke out on the car into his 
father’s demesne, and nothing was heard about them 
until five o’clock in the afternoon, when Mr. Burke was 
found by the gamekeeper shot in the demesne, 


‘with two gun-shot wounds upon his person. ‘The 


murder is supposed to have been committed by Mr. 
Ffrench. Mr. Burke was a gentleman of high charac- 
ter in the county, and discharged the office of Deputy- 
Sheriff in the Killian barony in town at the laté eontested 
election for this county, and fulfilled his dufies with 
the strictest impartiality. He has left a wife an’ two 
children to deplore their premature bereavement. 

At ten o’clock the same night intelligence was into 
Ballinasloe by the driver of the Mail Car from Mount 
Bellew, that Mr. F french was found in the evening shot 
in the Wood of Clonbrock, having, it is thought, com- 
mitted suicide, he having laboured under an aberration 
of mind for the last two years, and attempted to take 
the life of a policeman in the town of Ballinasloe about 
a year and a half ago.

SUICIDE OF AN OFFICER AT SHORNCLIFFF. 
SHORNCLIFFE Camp, May 80.—A melancholy excitement 
has been created here by the suicide of a young lieutenant 
belonging to the Royal City of Dublin Militia, named Thomas 
George Keogh. The rash act was committed very early yes- 
terday morning, while the deceased was under close arrest in 
hisroom. Various rumours are afloat with reference to the 
cause of the arrest. A £50 note had been stolen from one of 
the officers’ quarters, and it is reported that the deceased was 
suspected of being concerned in the abstraction or appropria- 
tion of it. The number i¢ not known, but it is alleged that 
the deceased had recently changed a £0 note at Dover. 
The deceased's friends reside in the neighbourhood of 
Dublin. This afternoon the county coroner for the 
district, Mr. Thomas me w Delasaux, held on inquest on 
the body of the dec , in the mess-room of the regi- 
ment, when a number of witnesses were examined. It ap- 
peared from the evidence that the deceased had been for 
some days much depressed in spirits, and it had been stated 
that he was indebted to his company about 20/. On Satur- 
day he was spoken to on the subject of the loss of the 50/. 
note referred to, and not answering questions which were 
put to him in a satisfactory manner, he was placed under 
arrest. About 20 minutes before two of the next day the 
officer on guard heard the deceased groining, and knocked at 
the door, and receiving no answer, he called for assistance. 
When the door was en open the deceased was foun 
struggling on the bed, but quite insensible. He died imme- 
diately afterwards. There was nothing conveyed to him 
while he was under arrest, except his dinner and some ale. 
An envelope was found on the table bearing the address,

It is evident that the Austrians have been long 
expecting what has happened within the last three 
days—namely, the entrance of the allied troops into the 
Parmesan territory, and an attempt to cross the Po on 
the left of their own position. That the real fighting is 
to take place between Pavia and Piacenza, and that the 
French are anxious by such a movement to make the 
advanced position of the Austrians on the Ticino unte- 
nable,and, perhaps, to insure the evacuation of Milan, 
seems to be taken for granted by the Austrian com- 
manders. The strength of the French at Alessandria and 
Torona, and their comparative absence from the country 
north of the Po, made this conclusion the more reasonable, 
and perhaps it was deemed probable that Napoleon 
would not willingly move his troops under the blazing 
sun of June into the unhealthy country from which the 
Austrians are just retiring. The object of General 
Gyulai was, according to his own account, to ascertain 
the strength and the preparations of the French at 
Tortona and Voghera, and thus to judge of the chances 
of an immediate advance on the Po. Perhaps, to this 
plan of a reconnaissance was added the design of crush- 
ing a French division before reinforcements could arrive 
If this was the case, the expectation was disappointed by 
the brave resistance of General Forey’s troops, and 
Count Stadion has had to content himself with the 
knowledge that within a few hours a great French army 
could be brought up by rail almost to the Austrian out- 

sts. 

“I ordered,” says General Gyulai, “ a great recon- 
naissance on the right bank of the Po, because infor- 
mation received from the advanced posts established 
along the Sesia and the Po gave reason for supposing 
that the enemy projected a movement with a consider- 
able force by Voghera, against Piacenza.” Ay 
three Brigades were directed from Pavia to the tete-de 
pont of Vaccarizza. Other troops were concentrated at 
or near this spot, some of them even being brought 
from Piacenza. The whole was under the orders of 
Lieutenant-Field-Marshal Stadion, Lieutenant-Field- 
Marshals Paumgurten and Urban commanding divisions. 
Urban advanced along the main road, close to the moun- 
tains, Paumgarten along the plain to Urban’s right, 
There is no necessity for us to repeat the details, which 
will be found in another column. 
Urban carried Casteggio and Montebello, where it is fair 
to believe that the French were too weak for effective 
resistance, and he advanced to Genestrello, the next 
village on the road to Voghera, bofore the French brought 
him toa stand. The Austrian account is, that he there 
found the enemy in superior force, but that the resistance 
of the French was overcome “ by the brave Chasseurs 
of the 3d and 4th battalions of the Regiments of Hesse 
and Dom Miguel, which, in spite of a great loss, soon 
remained masters of the height and of the 
village of Genestrello.” But now the French 
began to receive their much-needed reinforce- 
ments. The railway was continually bringing up 
troops, which took part in the action, so that Lieut.- 
Field-Marshal Urban and the Brigade Gaal were driven 
back behind Montebello. After an obstinate combat 
Mortebello was evacuated by the whole Austrian force. 
The Brigade Bils and the Brigade of Hesse coming up 
protected the Austrian retreaj. The French did not 
molest the sepulsed Division of General Urban, and the 
corps, “ having remained some time at Casteggio with- 
out being attacked, reached the téte-de-pont at night, ahd 
repassed the Po on the morning of the 21st.” 

Of course, only a part of the forces on either side were 
engaged. In these cases it is usual to consider every 
man within a certain distance as a combatant, on the 
same principle as every man-of-war within sight of a 
captured vessel receives its share of prize money. But, 
according to General Gyulai, the troops who penetrated 
to Genestrello and bore the brunt of the fight under 
Urban amounted to five battalions, with six guns, and a 
division of Hussars. “ There it was that the battle was 
most bloody, the losses most considerable, and the 
eneny’s forces equal to three times our own.” At 
Montebello a larger force was engaged, the compo- 
nent parts being given with great ap ce of 
accuracy in the despatch. On the Austrian right 
the battle extended to some distance from the 
town. Here the Prince of Hesse commanded a force, 
consisting of Infantry, with four guns, and: three squad- 
rons of Cavalry, and it was here that the Piedmontese 
Cavalry came into play. The Austrian General gives 
his opinion (of course derived from his subordinate, or 
from general rumour) of the enemy’s prowess. The 
fighting was close and sharp; the Austrian Artillery 
coming up to the enemy inflicted and suffered heav 
losses ; but, “ remarkable fact,—we had but few wounds 
from the enemy’s Artillery—almost all their shots 
failed, although we were very near them.” This is quite 
a different account from that given by the French, 
who declared that it was their artillery which 
won the day, while the Austrians did nothing but 
by their rifles. Each seems intent on making 
its adversaries believe that their cannon is supremel 
inefficient.

The effect of the findings was to affirm 
that the cutting down of the hedges had n done in the 
proper course of/ husbandry, and tended more to im- 
prove than to imjnre the property ; that the trees were cut 
down, but that certain ash saplings which grew out of 
the ditches” had been removed with the hedges and 
were of no value; that the land had been twenty years in 
grass before the lease was given ; that it had been turned up, 
but no decision could be come to as to whether it was ancient 
or not. The case now came before the court for adjustment 
on the findings of the jury, the judge's notes and certificate, 
and the Master's rulings as to costs. 

The Master of the Rolls continued the injunction in so far 
as it concerned the lands not broken up, and the injunction to 
restrain the respondent from breaking up any lands which had 
not been in tillage for twenty years leaving to the respondent 
the right to break up any land which he did not think came 
within the technical definition of “ ancient meadows,” to ap- 
ply to the court for libertyto do so.

The Judges of the Court of Queen’s Bench and the Ex-

Carricxmacross, (Co. Monanan,)—This fair was held 
on Friday, May 27th, and was well mg with every de- 
scription of cattle. High prices were asked for good-condi- 
tioned stores, which feeders were very unwilling to give 
owing to the backward state of grass from the dryness 
of the season. Those of an inferior quality were hard 
to dispose of, even at reduced rates. Best three-year- 
old heifers ranged in value from £10 to £11 10s. and 
£12 ; two-vear-old ditto, from £6 10s. to £8 10s; vear- 
lings, from £3 7s. 6d. to £5 eaeh. Milch cows and spring- 
ers were in great abundance, but the quality generally 
was mediocre, the best ranging from £12 to £14 each. Beef 
was in moderate supply and in good demand, best reaching 
60s. per cwt. under sink; middling quality, from 48s. to 543. 
per ditto. There was a large supply of s but the busi- 
ness in this mart was dull; in the lamb trade it was much 
more sprightly, and the supply was abundant, their average 
— being from 24s. to 26s. each. Hoggets ranged from 
4s. to 40s. each; ewes from 35s. 6d. to 40s: wethers, 
from 40s. to 50s; mutton may be quoted from 6d. to 
7d. per lb.

Wirra anp Brequests.—The late] Venerable Walker 
King, M.A., Archdeacon of Rochester, executed his will 
on the 2nd of April, 1853, to which are added two codi- 
cils, dated respectively the 17th of August, 1854, and 
the 91st of February, 1859; and he died at Stone, near 
Dartford, on the 13th of March, 1859. The will was 
peel in the London Court of Probate by his sons, the 
v. Walker King and the Rev. Edward King, and 
Charles Heberden, Esq., his brother-in-law, the joint 
executors, and sworn under £45,000, personality. He 
has bequeathed to his children specific and pecuniary 
bequests. le leaves his German, French, and Italian 
books to his daughters ; his Greek, Hebrew, and Latin 
books to his sons Walker and Edward; and his 
English books to be divided amongst his sons generally. 
He leaves £100 to the Rector of Stone, to be laid out in 
bread for the poor at Christmas; and directs that his 
annual subscriptions to charitable institutions be con- 
tinued one year beyond the present. He bequeaths to 
his wife his carriages and horses, and the furniture, for 
her absolute use, the freehold house at Woodside for her 
life, with the farms and lands which at her decease are 
to be divided amongst his children. He also leaves to 
his wife an annuity of £1,00 ; to each daughter a legacy 
ot £7,000 in the funds; to his son Walker an annuity of 
£400 ; to his son Edward an “ánnuity of £300 ; [to the 
three younger sons an annuity of £250 each; an annuity 
of £17 to a nurse some time in his service ; a legacy of 
£300 to his coachman; aud the residueof his property, 
real and personal to his sons. The will of Thomas 
Somers Cocks, Esq., (Cooks, Biddulph, and Cocks, 
bankers,) was proved in the London Court of Pro- 
bate by Thomas Somers Cocks and Reginald This- 
tleway Cocks, Esq., the sons and executors. The per- 
sonalty, £30,000. He has made many specific bequests 
to his sons and daughters, and has divided his real estate 
and the residue of his personal estate equally amongst 
them, except the eldest son, who is amply provided for. 
The will of Alderman Farebrother was only proved on 
the 5th oi the present month of May. It contains many 
specific bequests to his children. fle leaves to his eldest 
son his freehold estate at Hackney ; and amongst other 
things, has bequeathed to him the silver cup which 
was prescnted to him by the Vinter’s Company ; 
also the desert service used by him when Lord 
Mayor of London, which has his crest engraved thereon. 
He leaves to be shared amongst his children the spoons 
that were given to him by the Vintner’s Company, and 
to his daughters a portion of his aldermanic chain. The 
residue of his real and l estate to be divided 
amongst his children. is a most remarkable re- 
quest in his will—that in his coffin there should be de 
posited some letters which would be found in a cover 
with his will ; that they should be placed upon his heart, 
with a ir and hymn-book ; also a ring which 
one of his daughters had given to him, should be upon 
hisffinger. The will was made on the 6th of April, 1856, 
a codicil on the 5th of January, 1857. The Execu- 
tors were his sons, the Rev. Charles Farebrother, the 
Rev. Henry W. Farebrother, and William D, P. Fare- 
brother, Esq..
